As  we  kept  "growing  up"  we  advanced  to  the  fifth  grade  with 
Mrs.  Mary  Arrafield  being  our  new  teacher.   Wayne  Barnes  and  Donna 
Keplinger  moved  away.   In  the  sixth  grade  Sarah  Carvey  and  Daisy
